As Charles Miller, 19 years old. walked 
home from work Thursday night his 
mind was occupied with thoughts of 
how he was to get enough money to- 
gether to purchase a suitable Christmas 
present for his sweetheart, Miss Clara 


Doll, of 1955 Utah street. 

He had saved up $5, but that was not 
nearly enough to buy her something ap- ' 
propriate. He had $15 in his pocket, 
but that was his wages, and he had to 
take it home to his mother. He was in 
a desperate state of mind. 

As he neared his home, 3810 Kos- 
ciusko street, an inspiration seized him: 
He stopped .t the mouth of the alley 
on Winnebago street, between Marine 
avenue and Kosciusko street, and looked 
about. No one was in sight. 

Gives Relatives Description. 

Clenching his fists he struck him- 
self on the point of the chin and fell 
on the alley cobblestones. Then he 
sprang to his feet and ran home. He 
went to his own room before joining 
the family at the supper table. 

“T’ve been robhed,” he said as he}: 
took his seat/at the table. “Two 
highwaymen jumped at me from an 
alley ang before I knew what was 
up-one of them hit me on the chin, 
and knocked me down, They took 
my $15 and my signet ring. I was 
senseless for 45 minutes.” 

It: was 8:10 p. m. when Miller related 
his experience to his mother and two 
hours later he repeated the story to 
Patrolman William E. McCullough of 
the Wyoming Street District. He gave 
a detailed description of one of the 
imaginary robbers. . 

“What did the other fellow look like?” 
asked McCullough. 


A house in Forest Park Heights, oc- 
eupied by Lela Warwick, a negro school 
teacher, and Louis Brown, a Pullmap 
porter, the sale of which to the negroes 
had resulted in indignation mass meet- 
ings by residents of the suburb, was 
destroyed by fire early Friday.

An eld- 
erly negro remained as caretaker, but 
he did not sleep in the house. , 

Fired to Give Alarm, 

The fire broke out at 3:45 a. m. Ed- 
ward Meyer, who lives across the street 
at 7522 Wise avenue, says he was awak- 
ened by the crackling and light, and 
that he fired several shots in the air to 
give an alarm. 

Mrs. Meyer said she saw three men 
going in and out of the house Thursday 
night, but thought nothing of it, be- 
cause the negroes could buy no pro- 
visions in the suburb, and were accus- 
tomed to have them sent out ‘at night 
from town. Mrs. Meyer thought she 
saw a wagon back of the house.

nadian House of Commons afforded an 
unusual scene today.

the galleries were crowded with them. 
The Members of Parliament stood in 
groups about the entrances. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Canadian Prime 
Minister, and the other members of 
the Government, were loudly greeted 
when they entered. Sir Wilfrid took 
the clerk's seat at the head of a table, 
is own being occupied by D. W. War- 
ner, a farmer from Alberta, who came 
to Canada from the United States a 
few years ago. Other members of the 
Canadian Government contented them- 
selves with seats on the steps of the 
throne, usually occupied by the pages. 

The first resolution presented was 
a demand that the Government take 
over the terminal elevators at Fort 
William and Port Arthur, through 
which practically the entire volume 
of export wheat from the Canadian 
West passes.

Shocked by Profanity. 

This has had -its unpleasant side, for 
-not all the picture actors are as careful 
as they should be of their speech when 
they are before the machine. Com- 
plaints have been made by Cleveland 
deaf mutes, according to a dispatch 
from that city, that the language which 
they read on the lips of actors in cer- 
tain’ pictures was such as no self-re- 
specting person would listen to. Pro- 
fanity and indecency on the part of film 
actors have more than once, it is stat- 
ed, driven deaf mutes from theaters in 
that city. 

To learn whether the same objection 
can be made to St. Louis moving pic- 
ture shows, a woman reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch visited a number of these 
exhibitions Tuesday afternoon and night, 
accompanied by a highly educated deaf 
mute woman. Two teachers of deaf 
mutes, Missés Pear] Herdman and Nor- 
ma Lang, accompanied them. ‘ 

The woman, who stipulated that her 
name should not be published, was se- 
lected for the tour of inspection by the 
Rev. James H. Cloud, principal of the 
Gallaudet Public School for the Deaf. 
He said that many of his pupils were 
fond of picture shows, and that their 
ability to follow. the actors’ conversa- 
tion added to their enjoyment, but said 
no complaints such as those made in!® 
Cleveland had come ‘to him. 

Actor Swears at Kelly. 

One of the first films viewed was a con- 
densed production of Camille. Armand 
‘did most of the talking and the deaf 
mute woman was kept busy writing 
down his words for the information of 
the reporter. They proved to be parts 
of the regular dialogue in Dumas’ fa- 
mous play. At the end the frantic Ar- 
mand called repeatedly, “My God! (Ca- 
mille!’’ 

At the next show a comic film en- 
titled ‘‘“Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly?’ |, 
furnished am instance of profane lan- 
}guage on the lips of one of the actors. 
The theme was the exasperation of a 
nervous man at hearing the popular 
“Kelly’’ song everywhere he went. As 
he fled from one place to another, pur 
sued by the air from whistling pedes- 
trians, street pianos and German bands, 
he shouted, ‘Oh, that d——d tune! Can’t 
" get away from that d—d tune?’ 

“Saved in the Nick of Time” was the 

ext film viewed, but the language of 
the actors was above criticism. ‘Hold 
fast, I will rescue you!” cried the hero, 
just as if he were talking for the gal- 
lery gods in a’ melodrama house, and 
the heroine responded, ‘“‘How brave and 
noble of you, Harold.” 

Indians Use Signs. 

“The Exile’s Love” and ‘“‘Samson and 
Delilah’”’ also proved to be unobjec- 
tionable in the language used. Scenes 
nat furnished by regular actors, such |; 
as a trip through the Canadian Rockies/|'B 
and the washing of sacréd elephans in 
India, were ‘also approved. The Hin- 
doo keepers of the elephants had a 
great deal to say, and some of it m&y 
have been profane, but the profanity is 
not likely to corrupt anyone in this 
country, for they talked in their own 
tongue and the recording pencil showed 
only a strange collection of syllables. 

An Indian reservation scene, in which 
real American Indians figured, proved 
very interesting to the deaf woman. The 
characters talked very little, but made 
use of their hands freely, and the deaf 
woman noted that many of their signs 
were those Identical with those used by 
deaf rautes in all countries, and by the 
people of the more demonstrative Latin 
races, who talk with their hands almost 
4s much as with their lips. 

“He says he has been robbed,” wrote 
the deaf woman, as one of the Indians 
placed his hands in a peculiar position. 
This gesture, she explained, was uni- 
versally understood in the sign lan- 
guage as meaning theft. Shé was able 
to understand practically all that the 
Indians told each other in stgns.

“Tt ts a posttive disgrace for a man 
or a nation to declare that he, or it, is 
not capable of competing with any ad- 
versary that may come along. 

“Hobson for the last four er five 
years has attempted te scare the Amer- 
ican people by preaching the danger of 
a Japanese invasion. And now the War 
Department has joined in an effort to 
Hobsonize the whole country. 

Gen. Wood Denies Interview. 

“The fact that some leading news- 
papers in the country have violated the 
seal of secrecy under which they re- 
ceived copies of the report indicates to 
me that they are more concerned in 
gathering and publishing the news than 
in preserving their reputation and honor 
and that they do not know the meaning 
of the word patriotism.” 

Gen. Wood was indighant when told 
by the Post-Dispatch that he had been 
credited in a published statement with 
the belief that war with Japan is only 
a question of tinle. He said: 

“I wish to deny that statement most 
specifically. I have never made such a 
statement. It is a subject I have al- 
ways refused to discuss, but I will say 
now that I never have entertained that 
idea.” 

Representative Hobson himself was 
the one to spoil the scare. With a copy 
of Secretary Dickinson's report he went 


to Chairman Tawney to get that states-* 


man’s aid for large army appropria- 
tions. 

‘“‘What for?’ asked Tawney. 

Hobson detailed the sad condition of 
our national defenses. 

“Where did you get all that stuff?’ 
asked Tawney. He was told it was in a 
report by Secretary Dickinson. Tawney 
hunted up the report and hastened to 
the White House. 

Report Is Withdrawn. 

The report, much against Secretary 
Dickinson’s will, was withdrawn at the 
President’s order. The next report sent 
in was marked confidential and that 
was sent back. :Now the department 
will try a third one by copying parts 
of department and bureau reports that 
already have been made public. 

Representative McLachlin of Califor- 
nia, who introduced the resolution that 
called out the report from the War De- 
partment, insists that-there was no oon- 
spiracy.

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$7,000,000 FOR 
NAVY IN ONE YEAR 


Amount Is Part of $41,000,000 
to Be Expended in Next Six 
Years. 


By Aegsociated Preas. 

TOKIO, Dec. 1a—The budget for 1911- 
12, as finally completed, was announced 
today as follows: Receipts ordinary, 
492,138,000 yen; extraordinary, 48,796,978 
yén; expenditures ordinary, 407,113,274 
yen; extraordinary, 183,821,699 yen. A 
yen is equivalent to about 50 cents in 
American money. 

Marquis Hatsura, Premier and Min- 
ister of Finance, lays down these two 
rules as effective in directing the pol- 
icy of the Government: 

First, to maintain the balance of rev- 
enue and expenditure in the general 
estimates, and not to look to loans as 
financial resources. 

Second, to maintain the program of 
annual redemption of the public debt 
by ap amount of 60,000,000 yen or more. 

He says the Government has commit- 
ted itself to these principles. In the 
next six years 82,000,000 yen, or $41,000,- 
000, will be spent in supplementing and 
improvingthe navy. Fifteen million yen 
is appropriated for the next fiscal] year. 
The Minister says that the conspicuous 
innovations adopted by other powers in 
the types of their warships has made it 
necessary for Japan to somewhat fn- 
crease its naval expenditure, not be- 
cause of any danger arising from dif- 
ferences with other countries, but be- 
cause the navy of Japan, while not en- 
deavoring to compete with or surpass 
those of other nations, must be kept up 
to a modern standard. Incidentally the 
Minister states that Japan's relations 
with other governments are most am- 
icable.

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NEW CHARTER PROBLEMS. 

With the bill to authorize the submission of the 
new City Charter to a vote of the people on Jan. 
31, there is opened a discussion which bids fair 
tc turn into a riotous political brawl unless the 
element of sweet reasonableness is immediately 
injected. Even now, before the contents of this 
laborious work have been made public, there are 
undercurrents of comment in which may be seen 
the eddies of politica] jealousy and party spirit. 

The general belief is that the Freeholders have 
done their work well, unselfishly and with no 
thought or purpose except to provide St. Louis 
with the best basic law possible within the bounds 
of constitutiona] limitations and requirements. A 
patent fact is that the hobbies and foibles of ev- 
eryone are not included within its provisions and 
that the voter and political leader will have to 
place the public welfare before personal desires 
and patriotism before party advantage if St. Louis 
is to have a fundamental law supposed to include 
the progressive ideas born of wide research and 
considerable experiment with new forms of muni- 
cipal] government. 

If we take into account the factional fight 


ter will be in jeopardy if its adoption becomes an 
issue in this party conflict. The plan to have the 
Charter in operation before the spring election 
seems, under present plans, to be an invitation to 
opposition for reasons not resting on its merits as 
a measure. It would, for instance, leave Mayor 
Kreismann in office with two years of greatly en- 
larged powers and responsibilities. It would re- 
move from office many who are probably as much 
entitled to continuance as the Mayor. 

This is at least an incentive to jealousy. But 
there {s the larger question involving the exten- 
sion of the authority of a Mayor who was elected 
when no such enlargement was in- prospect or con- 
templation. 

Is not the mayoralty a different office under the 
new Charter? Is not the Mayor’s extension of 
powers tantamount to the creation of a new office? 
The same question applies to other officers re- 
tained but charged with larger powers. If we 
are to have a new Charter, should we not have 
a complete new outfit of officers elected in accord- 
ance with its provisions and chosen with a view to 
their qualifications for the particular work as- 
signed them? 

If some officers must be dropped, would it not 
be wise to elect al] the officers provided for by 
the Charter at the same election? 

The pertinence of these questions becomes im- 
mediately apparent when we consider the party 
jealousies that exist. It is a matter for the earnest. 
consideration of the charter makers if they are 
anxious to avoid irrelevant but vigorous opposition 
to this child of painstaking and devoted COS. 
Among the notable ilearviattins of the week were 
several smokeless smoke stacks. Thus it is proved 
that there are such things and the saving in fuel 
reported by the owners was from 10 to 30 per 
cent. 
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SECRETARY DICKINSON’S SCARE. 

In hfs report, temporarily suppressed, Secretary 
of War Dickinson points out our complete unpre- 
paredness for war. Gen. Wood supports him. There 
is, say these military geniuses, a deplorable lack of 
men, guns and ammunition. The army is on a foot- 
ing which approximates disorganization. Where 
there are coast defenses there are no men to man 
them. We are presumably in deadly peril of at- 
tack and once a potential enemy learns our weak- 
ness, it is certain he will swoop down on us from 
}somewhere and eat us up.. To keep the enemy 
from learning of it, the report was at first smoth- 
ered. 

Dreadful as is the danger and imminent as is 
the peril, we still refuse to sing jingo songs and 
merely rise to inquire to what end and 
purpose we have spent §$1,527,100,000 on the 
military establishment since 1898. Our 
beggarly and scattered army has cost half 
as much as Germany’s great war machine 
and yet we have nothing. We have been spending 
more money than Italy, whieh has a splendid 
army, and nearly as much as Great Britain and 
France, and still we must shiver when we think 
of our defenselessness. In ten years we have 
spent more money on the army than was spent for 
wars in the whole history of the nation prior to 
1860, and it has been waste—not economic waste 
which all war is, but,actual waste with no return 
in successful accomplishment of the purpose in- 
tended. 

In such circumstances, before sending good 
money after bad, or raising the army to the point 
where Gen. Wood could strut like a kaiser and 
Secretary Dickinson could expatiate on his powers 
of reorganization, would it not be better to find 
has! out what was done with the hundreds of millions 
spent for nothing? 

Turn on the Ughti 

Still if Mr. Carnegie were a real lover of peace 
he would cut out the sentimentalism and pre- 
sent the nation with battleships. He has hob- 
nobbed with the Colonel and the Kaiser in vain.

In Defense of Pot Hunting. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch I read the article, 
“Slaughtering 56000 Ducks a Day on Big Lake, 
Ark.” Now I will give my honest opinion on 
this subject. The writer says the club members 
claim that in another century the wild duck will 
be extinct. -I think he is talking about some- 
thing he.does not understand. For instance, 285 
years ago there were easily 6000 ducks killed every 
day of the season, which was about eight months 
of the year, for all of the hunters shot the old 
flint lock or swivel gun, killing as high as 200 
at one shot. That was slaughter, but still today 
there are very nearly as many ducks as there 
were then. 

What has killed all the old time duck grounds 
is so-called clubs. A bunch of moneyed men buy 
up all the good grounds, get out in a blind with 
an automatic and shoot five shots at random into 
a bunch, Killing possibly one or two ducks 
and crippling. an extra half dozen that finally dle, 
but which they don’t get, where, on the other 
hand, a “pot hunter” makes every shot count; he 
has to; he can’t afford to waste the ammunition. 

A little {tem in this same article is entitled, 
“Sportsmen vs. Pot Hunters.” The first sentence 
is: “A sportsman is a hunter who will not kill 
over a legal amount of game.” My answer to that 
is: He won’t kill more than the limit unless he 
can. The second sentence worthy of note is: “A 
true sportsman will not shoot wild ducks while 
they are swimming. He waits for them to fly.” 
This is not true. If a “true” sportsman waited 
for ducks to fly he would never kill any. 

In “An Appeal to Uncle Sam,” in this article, 
the third paragraph reads: “Big Lake and 10 feet 
of ground surrounding it are owned by a club of 
wealthy St. Louisans.” Is that justice to the 
Arkansan—80,000 acreg of water and timber land 
owned and controlled by possibly 100 men? I 
say no! 

My father was a “pot hunter” fin Illinois; he 
shot a big gun. My brother shot ducks on the 
Big Lake of Arkansas for a living, but the wild 
duck are as plentiful as ever

He said that E. M. Hodgman, and not 
Ben Adkins, the Water Commissioner 
of St. Louis, who was mentioned as the 
“next probable president, would prob- 
ably succeed Mr. Hedges as head of the 
new organization.

When Abe Was Knocked Out. 
HILE boxing sharps are extolling 
W Abraham Attell and wondering 
where: under the firmament they 


Jare to find a man to take his measure, 


St. Louis harbors a man who has taken 
his measure by forcing the phantom of 
the ring to take the count—Brooklyn 
Tommy Sullivan. 

This was after 
featherweight title, too, and was, if 
anything, even more elusive and phan- 
tom-like in the ring than now. 

Sullivan is out of the fight game. He 
is taking tickets at the door of a local 
theater, figuring the returns safer, if 
not larger, than the emoluments of the 
ring. 

In his day Sullivan was a master 
fighter over the six or ten round route. 
The best in the game succumbed on 
points to his dexterity. He was a two- 
handed man, but his best punishing blow 
wag a terrific left-hand uppercut to 
the stomach. The blow had done Sulli- 
van’s reputation more harm than good, 
however, as in several fights decided 
here the blow had landed low, Sulli- 
van being declared loser on a foul. 

Sullivan fought Attell Oct. 14, 1904, at 
the West End Club, the difference in 
their weights being two pounds, the red- 
haired one being permitted to make 124 
to 122 pounds for Abe. Technically this 
disqualified Thomas from claiming the 
122-pound title, if he won, which was 
about all Abraham igured on when 
giving his opponent this advantage. 

Attell Was Outboxed. 

The battle was a whirlwind affair, 
with Sullivan doing the forcing. Won- 
derful Abe had several narrow squeezes, 
once being caught on the ropes seeming- 
ly for good, Eel-like le slipped out, 
badly punished. So hard did Sullivan 
erowd Atteli that the latter had no 
time to do anything but effect an hon- 
orable retreat. 

In the fifth round he turned to halt the 
attack of Sullivan, who was still insist- 
entky boring in. But it was a fatal 
move. In the mixup that followed Sulli- 
van, for once, landed his uppercut 
squarely in Abe’s pantry. Down went 
Attell, writhing and screaming in pain. 
He was counted out. A subsequent 
claim of foul was not allowed. 

Content with his success, Sullivan nev- 
er gave Attell another match until sev- 
eral years later. Then they met at Bob 
Douglas’ Alton club. They fought six 


frounds to a draw, but Sullivan deserved 


a credit on points. 
My! What a Smell! 

Growing ambitious, later, Sullivan 
went to the Pacific Coast, where he fell 
into the toils of the boxing trust. 
ing unable to get on week after week, 
he finally was put on against Attell and 
was snuffed out in four rounds. 

And the odor left by the fight was not 
one of sanctity. 

Sullivan today is past the fighting 
stage, though still a clean-limbed, clean- 
lived lad. Had he stuck to the game he 
would have been an undoubted star in 
the six and ten round game now popular 
in the Hast. 

Freddie Welsh, Harry Forbes and Jem 
Driscoll are credited with beating Abe, 
But none ever put the final touch on 
him as Sullivan once did.

| Hyde Park Blues Make Eleventh- 





Hour Demand for Better 
Terms. 





After all, the two Chicago soccer foot- 
ball elevens, booked to play holiday 
games with the members of the St. 
Louis Soccer League at Athletic Park, 
may not call. The officials of the local 
soccer organization believe that the 
Windy City kickers are attempting a 
‘holdup’ game. 

The trouble has arisen over the de- 
mand of the Hyde Park Blues, sched- 
uled to play here Jan. 1 and 2, for more 
money than they originally agreed to 
play for. The St. Louis men refuse to 
stand for the shakedown and unless the 
Hyde Parks agree to the original terms 
they will not perform here New Year’s 
day and the day following. 

It was the original plan of the Ath- 
letic Park Leaguers to bring the Hyde 
Parks here for the Dec. 2 and 26 dates. 
They asked*too much money for their 
end and negotiations were called off. 
The Woodlawns, who occupy fourth 
place in the same league, were substi- 
tuted. 


Chicago Terms Were Accepted. 
Then another proposition was made to 


the Hyde Park Blues ‘to call Jan. 1 and 
2. The league offered the Hyde Parks 
20 per cent of the receipts over $400. 
This was refused, but the Hyde Parks 
wired that they would call for 2% per 
cent over $400. This was accepted and 
the games were advertised. 

Thursday the local officials received 
word from the Hyde Parks that the 
Chicago league officials had taken up 
the question of the inter-city games 
and had decided that it could not allow 
its teams to, come here at the terms 
agreed to by the Hyde Parks. 

The Chicagoans are now holding out 
for something like 25 per cent of the 
gross receipts and the $400, too. As it 
will require the presence of something 
like 1500 fans in the park before the 
local players cut in on the receipts, the 
indications are that the Chicago teams 
will not call. The Woodlawns are mem- 
bers of the same league and, of course, 
this ruling would also prevent them 
from making the trip at the terms 
agreed. 

If the Chicagoans refuse to come on 
the original terms, it is probable that 
the holiday football program’ will in- 
clude games between local teams. 

There is a hot fight on for first place, 
and it is probable that the leading team 
on Christmas day will be pitted against 
a picked eleven, composed of the best 
players of the other teams of the 
league. For the Monday game, the 
tail-end teams will probably furnish the 
sport. 

Some other arrangement will be made 
for the Jan. 1 and 2 games. The players 
are more eager for the games with 
the local teams, as it will give them a 
bigger slice of the “gate.’’
